According to evidence in the gov- 
ernment's possession all devotees:-are 
forced to undergo a fasting period 
in order to attain a state which-Han- 
ish terms "the-negative." This lasts 
•from two to four weeks. At the end1 
of that time'they are fed kernels, of 
parched corn and pomegranite seeds. 
Weak and practically unable to move 
from their long fast, .they .are then 
subjected to the "needle bath." This 
consists of 
paddling the 
devotee 


from head to font with a brush, the 
bristles of which arc needles about 
an eighth of an i nch - long. ; -After 
the skin has been pricked, an oil bath 
consisting of a mixture -of 
croton 


and Persian oil, is massaged. /This 
causes the skin to blister, and puff up 
as though it had been . scalded. 


After the starvation treatment and 


needle and oil baths, the . devotee 
has attained the "negative" or "pink 
cord of love." He or she has then.' 
been "purged of all bad," and hence- 
forth may "obey the impulse," in so 
much 'as they can do no wrong.; In 
the course of the'starvation ritual, 
the converts are forced to be at the 
temple each day. To accomplish this) 
many have been carried to the tem- 
ple on stretchers. 
'After 
reducing 


the' converts to a state of weakness 
through-starvation, Hanish is charg- 
ed with having exercised a hypnotio 
influence over them. 


Evidence which came into the gov- 


ernment's posiiiision depicted certaiij 
rituals performed at the Sun Tem- 
ple as highly revolting. The asso- 
ciation of Hanish with several aco« 
lytes, still in their teens, has been a 
matter of considerably inquiry. Tha 
"little master" is said to have kept 
two boys and two girls at the Surt 
Temple at all times as hand 
vants.

Co-Operation In The Home. 


E may not be able- to bring into-our household work, the co-operative 


methods that now dominate in such large measure the business realm. 
But we can institute co-operation among the members of the family in 
reference to running the household machinery, that will greatly lighten 


iouaekeeper's tasks. 
The whole family should co-operate toward running the house in a sys- 


tematic, orderly fashion. The go-as-you-please home, in which each pursue* 
hi* own pleasures or necessities regardless of the others, lays a hundred-fold 
heavier burden upon the wife and mother to keep if orderly and neat and 
well managed than the one where each plays his part toward keeping the 
whole running properly. 
, 


Yet many mothers who are struggling with the household problem do 


pot realise that it is this haphazard, go-as-you-please spirit that is the root 
of the trouble. 


The children rush in from school bringing a trail of mud. They leave 


doors, open, throw their books around, possibly, if they are hungry, make 
& raid on the larder. Then off they go again to play. 


The-daughter tears home from business, eats her dinner in a hurry, 


scurries upstairs to dress, and rushes off to some party or entertainment, 
leaving her room looking as if a whirlwind had struck it. The head of the 
house throws newspapers around, or-leaves a trail of ^'cigar-ashes wherever he 
goes. And the mother trots around after each, and picks up and straightens 
up, until ahe Is tired and worn out and disgusted with the -whole business. 
Or else, she lets the house remain" in this chaotic condition. 


It is pure thoughtlessness on the part of every member of the family 


who does these things—thoughtlessness "that will grow into selfishness. They 
really have no deep conception o'f the meaning of home, nor what it stands for. 
But if they were taught right from the very start that it is a co-operative 
scheme, and that it is to each one of them to shoulder his part, affair's would 
go very differently.- It a child is brought up to feel that he is responsible for 
a certain share of the order, neatness and system of the home, he will take 
up his task rather proudly. It is a far better method for getting each to do 
his part than is scolding. It is enlisting the co-operative spirit, the feeling 
of ownership, and moat of us respond to, this. 


In the co-operative home, the wife and mother is the leader, not the 


drudge. 
She works with the others, not solely for them. 
And she finds 


much more pleasure in her work, than she does when she shoulders it all. 
The atmosphere ot the home is improved in every way. 


So, it will pay the mistress of the go-as-you-please home to hold a little 


conference with the other members of the household and adopt the co-operative 
plan. Whether the children are young or old, it will do no harm to put it 
up to them to assume their share. And it might not be amiss for a "son or 
daughter who sees his mother a slave to the careless, haphazard habits. of 
the family to start the revolution. But, however it is brought about, if the 
go-as-you-please home is changed into the co-operative one, it will prove more 
satisfying to every member of the family.

"The boy never forgot that When he was sixteen his family needed his 


earnings, so he was taken from school and put into a lawyer's office, and from 
there he went to a newspaper. His father was also a newspaper reporter. 


"By and by young Charles Dickens began to write stories, and they were 


such fine stories that soon every one was reading them. There were his stories 
about Mr. Pickwick and Sam Weller, about poor little Oliver Twist, the work- 
house boy; about David Copperfield and about dear Little. Nell. He wrote 
many others, but these. I think, are the stories that young people love best. 


"His books brought him so much money that he was able to buy the 


house of his dreams, beautiful G-adshill. 
He went there to live with his 


wife and children, and he was fond of telling his friends how as a little boy 
he used to stand out at the gate staring longingly into the gardens where now 
his children played."

Mile 
after mile, and nothing but barren, 
useless land. While nearing the out- 
er edge of these bad. lands, I called

quietly assured that the owner had 
probably just arrived and 
brought 


them with him. 
I must say that I 


certainly admired the progressiveness 
of this settler, as .he had taken up 
a government claim in Dakota and 
after spending two of Dakota's win- 
ters in a sod hut, possessing one 
team of horses and fifty chickens, 
the entire result of his labor 
was 


but feed enough for one horse. Prov- 
idence or something intervened and 
he awoke one bright, dry morning- to 
find the other one dead.

events seemed filled with potential 
disaster for the state. 
Courtroom spectators, which usu- 


ally furnish the best possible barom- 
eter for what a jury will do, seem- 
ed almost unanimous in favor of a 
disagreement or acquittal 
by 
the 


jury, and it was a great surprise to 
all save the state's attorneys when 
a verdict of "guilty" came within 15 
minutes after the dinner hour. 
Senator Andrews is the second to 


be convicted of those indicted in con- 
nection with transactions carried on 
during the last general assembly. 
Rodney J. Diegel, convicted last sum- 
mer of having aided and abetted Sen- 
ator Andrews in the crime for which 
the latter was convicted, is now serv- 
ing three years in the penitentiary, 
after having his case 
reviewed by 


the highest courts in the state. 


Three remain yet to be tried. First 


of these will be Senator Isaac 
E. 


Huffman of Oxford, then George K. 
Cetone of Dayton, and lastly will be 
Representative George B. Nye 
of 


Pike county. 
• 
When finished these will dispose 


of the indictments returned upon e"v- 
idence furnished by the Burns 
de- 
tective agency, which sent men 
to 


Columbus purporting to 
be lobby- 


ists, bribing Senator Andrews land 
Rodney Diegel, while an official ste- 
nographer of the court sat in 
the 


adjoining room 
making shorthand 


notes of the conversation over 
a 


sounding machine. 
During the 
argument « nearly all 


those interested in the cases 
were 


present. Senator Cetone paced the 
witness room and stood in quiet at- 
tention while the state's attorneys ar- 
gued their side of the case. 
Sen- 
ator Crawford 
of Carroll county, 


lounged upon the floor in the rear 
of the room, while Senator Huffman 
spent most of his time in quiet com- 
panionship with Senator Cetone. 


The jurors cast two ballots, the re- 


port being that the first was 11 for 
conviction and 1 for acquittal. After 
deliberating from about 4:30 until 
r>:30, they were excused to go to din- 
ner just before another ballot had 
been taken. Returning to the jury 
room at 7 o'clock, they went once 
more over the evidence and 1" min- 
utes later took a ballot, which show- 
ed 12 votes for conviction. 


When tho jury signified its inten- 


tion of making a report, the waiting 
people in the court room, were taken 
wholly by surprise. 
Many had not 
yet returned from dinner. Scattered 
groups stood about and Senator An- 
drews chatted with friends and at- 
torneys on his own side of the room. 
Judge Dillon, called the court to 
order at once. Senator Andrews took 
his customary seat at counsel table, 
though, his extreme 
anxiety mani- 
fested itself in extreme paleness and 
when Judge Dillon read the formal 
wording of the verdict of "guilty,"' 
he collapsed. 


Turning his back squarely to the 


court and jury*he sank his head into 
his hands and,,was utterly oblivious 
to efforts "to ardnse him for several 
moments, it beinfe- necessary finally 
for two friends'to assist him from 
the room. 
' 
%• 


His counsel at Once gave notice of 
their intention to'file a motion for a 
new trial and for' this reason Judge 
Dillon did not 
pass sentence 
last 
night. In case the' motion for a new 
trial is overruled, the sentence which 
may be imposed is'-a fine of not more 
than $500 or imprisonment not to 
exceed five years' in' 'the penitentiary, 
or both. 
Rodney Diegel was- sentenced to 
three years in the penitentiary with- 
out any fine, and it is considered 
probable from statements made by 
Prosecutor E. C. Turner concerning 
his recommendations to the 
court, 
that Andrews will be given a peni- 
tentiary sentence and will not 
be 


permitted to escape with a 
mere 
fine. 


Arguments by counsel consumed 
the entire 
day. Attorney General 


Hogan summed up the case for the 
state and analyzed the little man- 
nerisms of Andrews as reported in 
the conversation, saying that it 
would be imposible -to 
counterfeit 


them. 
He painted Andrews as a 
man 


lured to his destruction by an over- 
mastering greed for money. He said 
that treasury notes were the only 
"literature" which could have seduc- 
ed him upstairs alone to 
Smiley's 


room at the imminent risk of missing 
his train to Ironton. 
Counsel for the defense 
concen 


trated their attack upon the 
past 


record of Detective Smiley and upon 
the effectiveness of the sounding ma- 
chine. 
Both of them made strong 


pleas to gain the sympathy of 
the 
jurors, and one of them availed him- 
self of the fact that his is largely a 
corporation practice to tell the iiury 
that this is the first criminal case 
he has defended for a decade and 
that he took it because he felt Sen- 
ator Andrews to be innocent. 
Prosecutor Turner went over the 


evidence point by point, telling the 
jury that there could not be 
the 
shadow of a doubt as to Andrews' 
guilt in view ot the facts they had 
before them 
He begged them to as- 


sume that Smiley's statements were 
lies, and told them the case would 
still stand, being sustained in this 
contention by tho jury's 'verdict last 
night. 


So far as is known Judge Dillon's 


comment upon the policy of "entiap- 
ment" as a means of detecting pub- 
lic officials in the cMme of bribery, 
goes further than any formal legal 
utterance upon the' question 
made 


by Ohio courts Judge Ferneding of 


j the circuit court ruled that the evi- 
rence in the Diegel case did not show 
'entrapment, but did not say wheth- 
I er, if it had been shown, it would 
[have been a valid case. 
Judge 
Dillon's charge of 
2400 


words, already heralded as a model 
. for others to follow, has this to say 
'on the subject: 
I 
"In considering the law with ref- 


orenre to Ihe right of tho stnte to 


ferret out and detect crime the law 
makes a distinction as a matter of 
public policy between measures for 
the detection and 
punishment of 


some corrupt private purpose on the 
one hand and an artifice used to de- 
tect public officials suspected of be- 
ing engaged in the solicitation 
or 


acceptance of bribes which vitally 
affect the public welfare." 


"iA prosecuting attorney, whose 


attention has been called to any al- 
leged criminal practices, is not act- 
ing outside the pale of the law or of 
his duty in rendering assistance in 
the discovery of such alleged crim- 
inal practices." 
Attorney General Hogan and Pros- 
ecutor Turner said last night that 
Judge Dillon's liberal treatment of 
the defense and>-his policy of sus- 
taining most of" their contentions 
without argument has resulted in a 
record unusually free from error up- 
on which appeal might be taken to 
the higher courts. The defense not- 
ed very few exceptions to the rulings 
of the court, and for this reason it is 
anticipated that Senator Andrews 
may soon be sentenced. 


The crime for which Senator La- 
forrest R. Andrews of Ironton, repre- 
senting the Eighth senatorial 
dis- 
trict, was convicted was the receiv- 
ing of a bribe of $200 from 
Frank 


Smiley Harrison, a detective. 
The indictment alleged that 
on 


April 28. 1911, Andrews went 
to 


Room 317 of the Chittenden Hotel in 
this city, where Harrison was pos- 
ing 'as an insurance man interested 
in the passage of a. certain measure 
known 
as the 
Cetone-Whittemore 


bill, which favored a certain class of 
mutual insurers 
There, it is alleged, he accepted 


four $50 bills in consideration of a 
promise to vote for the reporting of 
the bill to the senate with a fa;vor- 
able recommendation from the com- 
mittee on insurance, of Which he was 
a member. Concealed in 'an adjoin- 
ing room was Official Stenographer 
Walcutt, who, by means of a sound- 
ing machine, recorded the conversa- 
tion which took rilace between An- 
drews and Harrison. 


This incident preceded a similar 


visit on the 
part of 
Sergeant-at- 


Arms 
Rodney J. Diegel, convicted 


last year of being an accessory to 
the 
biibery. 
It was Diegel, it is 
said, who arranged for the visit of 
Senator Andrews, being conversant 
with the prospective criminal trans- 
action. 


The trap was set througn the 
ef- 


forts of the Ohio Manufacturers' As- 
sociation, the officers of which had 
reason to believe that systematic cor- 
ruption was flourishing in the gen- 
'eral assembly in connection with leg- 
islation in which it was interested. 
Three detectives, of whom Harri- 


son or Smiley was one, were sent to 
this city and succeeded, with the use 
of the sounding machine, in entrap- 
ping Diegel, Andrews, and, it is al- 
leged.other members of both branch- 
es of the assembly. At his trial Die- 
gel did not take the witness stand. 


Andrews appeared as a witness in 


that case aiid told the same story as 
in his own, viz., that he had called 
on Smiley in a perfectly legitimate
